GOVERNMENT PLANS TQ 
~ ENFORCE WAR DRY ACT 


2rewers Will Be Prosecuted if 


Constitutionality of Law 
Is Upheld.

“NEW YORK, April 25.—The Gov- 
ernment proposes a literal enforce- 

ment of the war-time prohibition 
ict, including a ban on production 
ind sale of all beers and wines, 
whether or not they are intoxicat- 
ing, the Department of Justice an- 
nounced through a special represent- 
ative in the Federal court here yes- 
| terday. 

While no steps will be taken to 

prevent brewing, pending a court de- 
ermination of the law’s constitu- 
ionality raised by brewers of the 
New York district, manufacturers 
' will operate in peril of future prose- 
'ecution, according to William +f 
| Fitts, special counsel for Attorney- 
General Palmer in the beer litiga- 
tion. 

The attorney addressed Judge A. 
N. Hand, who heard arguments on 
the Government’s motion to dismiss 
the suit, brought on behalf of the 
national brewing interests by the 
Jacob Hoffman Brewing Co. to re- 
strain the | ederal authorities from 
interfering with its production of 
two and three-quarters per cent beer, 
i'that the Department of Justice did 
not know and did not care whether 
beer of the strength indicated was 
intoxicating. 

“Word Beer Not Qualified. 

The law prohibited sale after June 
80 of distilled beverages as well as 
manufacture after April 30 and sale 
after June 30 of “beer, wine and 
other intoxicating malt or yinous 
liquors for beverage purposes,” pend- 
ing the demobilization of the mili- 
tary forces, he said. The words 
“beer” and “wine’’ were not quali- 
| fied in the opinion of the Govern- 
'ment, he added, and the apparent 
‘original intention to stop the waste 
of grains and fruits in their produc- 
‘tions in any strength would be en- 
forced. 

“With “half the world looking to 
America for food,’ Fitts contended, 
the necessity of its conservation was 
greater even than on the day of 
|Chateau-Thierry,” and it was equally 
essential that liquors be withheld 
from public sale while the afmy and 
havy were undergoing demobiliza- 
tion. 

To this statement Judge Hand 
added his opinion that the war was 
“still in progress,’’ which upset one 
'of the complainant's contentions.

drew Melville Reid, who is vis- 

iting her daughter, Mrs. Virgil 
Lewis of 5305 Delmar boulevard, is 
the possessor of high honors from 
the French and Imperial Russian 
Governments, and is the aunt of 
Marshal Joffre of France. Mrs. Reid. 
a native of France, but who long 
since became an American, was vis- 
iting her native country in the sum- 
mer of 1914 and was caught in the 
whirlwind of August, 1914, at Dinard, 
France. She and her daughter, then 
Miss Gladys Reid, stayed on to do 
what they could in relief work. 

A niece of Mrs. Reid some time 
ago married Marshal Joffre, the hero 
of the first Marne battle, and “savior 
of Paris."” Mrs. Reid married an 
American. 

Dinard is a French seaside resort 
on the coast of what was the prov- 
ince of Brittainny. Confusion reigned 
everywhere in Europe when the war 
broke out, and Dinard felt its power 
heavily. It is in the north of France 
and many French and Belgian refu- 
gees came to the neighborhood and 
had to be cared for.
